John “Jack” Alexander or his associates are burning on a weekly basis (sometimes twice per week). Burning typically occurs 
after midnight and has been ongoing for over a year; this morning the concerned party smelled the burning between 12:30 
a.m. and 2 a.m. The burning smell was described as caustic, chemical, and plastic smelling. 


There is a small house at the west side of the property (off Lee’s Summit Road); this is not Jack’s house but rather a house 
he rents out. Jack’s house is the two story almost barn-looking house east of the smaller house. The two-story house is 
actually in Independence. The concerned party says the burning occurs between the two houses, which would be in Kansas 
City. 

The concerned party advises caution; several people have been observed on property open carrying, Jack runs “Mad Jacks 
Guns and Ammo’ out of the property (https://www.facebook.com/people/Mad-Jacks-Guns-and-Ammo/100051778281990/), 
and they suspect drug activity on the property as well.

Comments _ In response to the odor complaint we (MODNR St Louis Regional Office) received on 4/12/2023, | visited the pump site/ lift station located at 2497 New 
Town Lake Drive in New Town on April 17, 2023. The wind was at about 18-20 MPH out of south the temperature was 62 degree F. There was no odor in 
the area at the time of my visit. Before my visited | tried to contacet the City of St Charles on 4/14/2023 to let them know | will be in the area for an odor 
investiaton. 


At the pump station, | met an employee of Woodard and Curran Company/consulting contactor that runs the station. He was injecting Fresh Zone 
Concentrate , an odor neutralizing agent into the exhaust pulled out from the sewer collecting tank and released to the ambient air. He called his supervisor 
and the city personnel. We discussed the nature of the concern. 


Present were kierstyn Lorince, Utility Engineer and Erin Ruppert(636 949 3242), Sewer Maintenance Supervisor with the City of St Charles Department of 
Public Works. Steve Lawrence (636 250 4600), Project Manager at Woodard and Curran Company/consulting contactor. The initial odor control system 
was removed 3 years ago since it was not effective. Instead, the City of St Charles has obtained funding needed to install an odor control device 

( scrubber). The unit will be installed within the next 3 months’ time and be ready for use at the end of the year. They identified the pollutant that cases the 
odor to be hydrogen sulfide (H2S). | was told that the scrubber can also control other odor causing pollutants. This is promising. We hope the scrubber will 
control the odor that is bothering residents in the area

Unfortunately, the State of Missouri allows open burning of household yard waste, as long as it is all vegetative waste that is burned on the property that 
it originates from. Counties and cities can have stricter regulations, but we can only enforce statewide regulations. Unless your neighbor is burning 
durable goods, plastic or petroleum products, vegetative waste from other properties, or construction/demolition waste, then we do not have a violation to 
cite here. | understand that the burning posed a serious threat of spreading to other properties — in that case, it is best to contact the local fire department.

On March 13, 2023 the Department received environmental concern #4322 in regard to the open burning of an older residential structure, which initiated 
an investigation on March 17, 2023. According to the concern report, the fire was observed on March 9, 2023 at a property located near the intersection 
of Farmers Branch and Southern View Road and alleged to be owned by Capital Quarries Company. Included in this concern are photographs submitted 
by the concerned party of the demolished home demolition waste on fire. Using aerial imagery from Google Earth, it was determined a single family 
residential structure existed on the property. According to the property card, provided by CCD, the single story home was built in 1914, and had two 
bedrooms for a base area of 1076 saft. 

On March 17, 2023, Russel Reel, Environmental Scientist, and | (Treavor Bussard, Environmental Analyst) arrived on site to Capital Materials located at 
1506 Farmer Branch Road, Ozark. | came in contact with a site operator and requested to speak with the Quarry Supervisor. Soon after | was met by 
Gene Haddock, Quarry Supervisor. | introduced myself, provided credentials, and explained that the Department was conducting an environmental 
compliance investigation. | asked Haddock if the quarry had performed any recent expanding or demolition work. Haddock mentioned the property of 
concern, stating that a home was torn down. | then asked Haddock what happened to the demolition waste. Haddock stated that any recyclable metals 
(mostly the roof) was collected and the remainder of the material was burned by the construction crew. | then asked Haddock if we could view the 
property, Haddock granted Reel and | permission to enter the property. 

The three of us then met at the property of concern located at 299 Southern View Road. We initially observed two back hoes and a large lot recently 
cleared. We observed two barns remained on the property and no evidence of demolition waste was left behind. | asked Haddock if any of the material, 
after it was burned, had been taken to a landfill. Haddock was unsure and referred any further questions to EHS, Chris Thiltgen. | explained to Haddock 
that since this material is considered demolition waste, it must be properly disposed, and that burning of this material is in violation of 10 CSR 10-6.045 
Open Burning Requirements. Haddock confirmed the structure was intentionally burned and according to CCD Property information, had a base area of 
1076 sqft. (40 cubic yards equals approximately 105 sqft). | explained that the open burning of greater than 40 cubic yards of demolition waste is a 
serious and significant, Group 1 Violation, which will result in the issuance of a Referral Notice of Violation. | then presented and explained the 
Departments Acknowledgment of Receipt which Haddock signed on site. Finally, | left Haddock with a fact sheet and regulations on open burning and 
ended this portion of the investigation.

To begin, | found myself on the 
northeast side of Springfield Iron and Metal (SIM) property, off W. Pacific Street; where | performed a cursory review of the area. At this time, | did not 
observe any torch cutting or the shredder in operation. It is important to note, as mentioned in other reports, that the shredder is only in operation 
overnight.Before making contact with SIM, | observed BNSF employees on the service road between SIM and the railway, | then came in contact with 
David Nickels, Superintendent of Operations. | introduced myself and explained that | was investigating the explosions at SIM. At this time | noticed other 
BNSF employees circling objects with white spray paint. Nickels informed me that employees are now going to being circling materials landing on their 
property from SIM in efforts to track when and how much material is being deposited. | then made my way to SIM and requested to speak with David 
Braun, however he was not on site at the time. | instead met with Burrell Williams. | explained the reason for visiting and inquired about the explosions. 
Williams confirmed they did have two explosions, one from an early model “square body" Chevy truck, and another from a crumpled/crushed aluminum 
boat. Williams stated that after the truck explosion the facility ceased running cars from that shipment and fined the source facility $150. Williams added 
they will inspect the set aside vehicles again prior to being shredded. For the second explosion the facility received two crushed aluminum boats, which 
resembled a rectangle. The shredder operator inspected these boats and assumed them to be free of gas tanks. However, shortly after shredding one of 
the boats exploded. Williams and | then made our way to the shredder where | observed the held vehicles and second aluminum boat. | asked Williams to 
explain the inspection process. Essentially, the facility receives cars one of two ways; the first being everyday citizens selling their vehicles, and the 
second being other facilities sending vehicles to be recycled. The latter usually comes pre-crushed/flattened on truck beds prior to arrival at SIM. 
Regardless of the source of the vehicle, they are all inspected for gas tanks and batteries prior to being shredded. For civilian vehicles, the gas tank is 
drained, removed, and the trunk checked. For vehicles that arrived pre-crushed/flattened, they are unloaded, inspected, then flipped over to be inspected 
for the presence of gas tanks. Trunks are checked if accessible. | asked Williams what happens when the operator cannot confirm whether or not a gas 
tank is present. Williams answered that the operator will cut vehicles into multiple pieces using large shears and then each piece is inspected again prior 
to shredding. | thanked Williams for the information and suggested the facility enhance inspection procedures because while the explosions may not be 
regulated by the Department, the occurrences still imposes an immediate threat to not only SIM and BNSF employees, but potentially neighboring 
civilians. Williams agreed and stated the facility will reevaluate and enhance vehicle inspection to eliminate all explosions. | then ended my investigation 
with no additional violations.

Maez explained 
that the siding was being removed while wet, kept in mostly intact pieces, are carefully lowered to the ground, and are then placed into bags, loaded 
onto a trailer, and lastly covered in a final plastic barrier for transportation. | explained to the group that since this material is not considered regulated 
asbestos containing material (RACM) that no abatement notification is required unless the material was improperly handled and converted to 
RACM.Maez added that the material will be disposed of at the landfill near Lamar and would retain any disposal receipt and submit them to my attention 
once received. Maez then showed me where their waste disposal area and | was able to determine that the siding was kept mostly intact and is 
adequately wet. | reminded the group to continue to handle the material properly and if any visible emissions such as dust are observed then work 
practices must be revised so that no emissions are generated. | then left the group with fact sheets on asbestos and ended my investigation with no 
violations. ?

The only process on site that could contribute to 
explosions is the shredder, therefore | focused my attention on the shredder, which is exclusively operated at night. | (Treavor Bussard) arrived on site to 
Burlington Northern (BNSF) property at 9:30p.m. Weather conditions at this time were clear skies, with winds from the north at 12 MPH, a temperature of 
57 degrees and a relative humidity of 67%. From this position | was able to get a clear view of the top portion of the shredder which at the time was not in 
operation. | then made observations along the property boundary between BNSF and SIM noting no noticeable differences in the condition compared to 
previous investigations. 


Since it had been an hour and a half since the beginning of the investigation and no activity from the shredder had been observed, | then found my way to 
the North Kansas Expressway Bridge that overlooks SIM to the east. From this position | was able to view the majority of the property, including the 
shredder. | observed minimal activity on the property, (only lighting, no work activity). | then returned to my original vantage point on the BNSF service 
road. Over the next hour | did not observe any activity from the shredding process nor any indication of open burning on the property. | then ended my 
investigation at 1:00am April 21, 2023. A follow up investigation during the night may be warranted pending the submittal of additional concerns. ?
